The printer was at first inclined to 
langh outright at the absurdity n( the 
request and indictment, but as it 1 1 
always a little risky to venture upon 
a pleasantry with a Turkish official 
he sedately replied that St. Paul, the 
author of the objectionable citation, 
bad been dead for something more than 
eighteen centuries. This ruffled the 
gravity of the police commissary, who 
angrily exclsined "How dare yon at- 
tempt snch Impudent cajolery with 
me?" and forthwith arrested the prin- 
ter. Extraordinary as it may appear, 
the reiteration of the same simple ex- 
planation to the censor bad an equally 
exasperating effect on that intelligent 
official, and the unfortunate typogra- 
pher was locked np tor his "perverse 
contumacy." It was only after the 
lapse ol three days and on the urgent 
intervention and confirmatory expla- 
nation of the Greek patriarch that the 
printer was released and the prosecu- 
tion of St. Panl abandoned. — London 
News.

This represents tha actual returns 
for services rendered the public.

The 
ratee for travel and transportation 
have been eteadlly declining for years, 
declining Just In proportion as the 
service has Improved and the business 
has Increased. 

It Is said there should be a maxi- 
mum rate flxpd by law; maximum 
rates are 10 fixed by the hlgheet law 
known to the road; fixed in tha 
very charter that gives It Its exist- 
ence. 

But no road Is unwise enough to ex- 
act these maximum rates. Toe vast 
decline In ratee wea not even dreamed 
of when the charter waa granted, and 
today they are leas than one-fourth 
what the charter permits. 

This decline has proceeded without 
legislation, without oppression, with- 
out dictation from demagogues; It has 
followed the law of self-interest and 
has been made In obedience to the law 
of competition, which no monopoly 
can suspend; competition of place with 
place; of product with producL 

The Evening Post does not assert 
that all Its rates are Just or wise, but 
It doee assert that they more nearly 
approach Justice and wisdom under 
competition than they ever would un- 
der the arbitrary action of politicians 
who make common cause with such 
railroad wreckers as Wiliam Goebel.

Mr. Goebel, In his campaign for 
nomination, as a recommendation of 
himself to the people of Kentucky 
made the statement several times in 
his speeches that the late ex-Oovernor 
John W. Stevenson had named him as 
executor and trustee of his will with- 
out bond, and that he had continued to 
act in that capacity ever since the 
death of ex-Governor Stevenson and 
the probate of the will. 

In no one of bis speeches did he 
state that he was not the sole executor 
and trustee ol cx-Governor Steven- 
son’s will. 

The facts of the case are that tbs 
will of sx-Govarnor Stevenson was ex- 
ecuted July 30 , 1886 , and admitted to 
probate by the Kenton county court 
Aug. 34 , 1886 , ex-Governor Stevenson 
having died Aug. 10 , 1886 . 

At that time Mr. Ooebel was a law- 
yer in the office of Governor Steven- 
son. having an ostensible partnership 
with him, as their names appeared 
Jointly upon the sign outside of their 
office. 

It was Governor Stevenson who, 
when John L. Sandford relumed from 
the Confederate service at ths conclu- 
sion of the war, procured for him the 
position of tsller In the branch of the 
Farmers' Bank of Kentucky at Cov- 
ington, the predecessor of tha Coring- 
ton City National bank, In which bauk 
Steveuson waa a stockholder sad a 
director. 

Stevenson bad been ths friend of 
John L. Sandford '■ father and hs 
stood loyally by the son when he 
needed his assistance, and between the 
two men, John L. Sandford and Ste- 
venson, the closest and warmest rela- 
tions of friendship existed until the 
death of the latter. 

When Governor Stevenson died Mr. 
Goebel had not commenced his political 
career, which did not begin until the 
year 188 T, When Mr. Ooebel was elect- 
ed to the senate of Kentucky from 
Kenton county to fill the vacancy 
made by the election of Hon. J. W. 
Bryan to the office of lieutenant gov- 
ernor, and Governor Stevenson knew 
Mr. Ooebel only as an industrious law- 
yer, attentive to the duties of bis pro- 
fession. and did not know the charac- 
teristics of the man which have been 
developed and brought to light by bis 
public career. 

In his will Stevenson did not name 
Ooebel os sole executor and trustee, 
but he appointed Edward Colston, bis 
eon-ln-law, then and sow a promi- 
nent member of the Cincinnati bar; 
J. D. Hearne, a resident of Covington, 
then and now President of the Third 
National bank of Cincinnati, and pre- 
viously president of the Covington 
City National bank, In which bank 
8tevenson had been associated with 
him as one of Its directors, and Wil- 
liam Goebel, their survivor or surviv- 
ors, as Joint sxecutors of his will and 
trustees of the estate thereby created. 

Mr. Hearne, after the probate of the 
will, declined to act, and Colston and 
Ooebel have continued to discharge 
Jointly the duties of executors and 
trustees since the probate of the will. 

Jt Governor Stevenson, with his high 
sense of public duty, his devotion to 
constitutional government and his 
love of liberty secured by law. were 
alive today, hs would not be found 
among the ranks of those who are sup- 
porting Goebel for the office of gov- 
ernor. but rather standing side by side 
with his former partner, Judge Janies 
O'Hara, and with old Phil Thompson, 
In opposition to all that ta Implied by 
the term "Ooebellsm.” — Evening Poet.

sale raid and loot the Trersury. 

Now this editorial was either penned 
through ignorance or malice, and 
judging from the Herald's past stars 
and Insinuations concerning the old 
soldiers and the pensions paid to them 
by a grateful and patriotic nation, we 
conclude that the editor is pretty well 
stocked np with both Ignorance and 
malice.

Remember the Deed Scott 
decision in which a Democratic judge 
said that a "negro bad no rights tbat 
white man was bound to respect " 
Tbe fugitive slave law, which not only 
allowed a lormer master to go Into a 
tree State for the pnrpoee of ceptnrirg 
an ercaped elave, bat compelled white I 
men , who were oppoeed to etevery, to 
assist in anch capture. Tbe 13th, 
14th and 15th amendments to the 
Constitution of the Uolted Stetea were 
passed by the Republicans against the 
united opposition of the Democratic 
party, thns giving the negroes of the 
United States three of the grandest 
bles-ings that any Government o: par 
ty can bestow upon man, via: "Lib 
erty, citizenship and the right to 
vote " But the great objects of di* 
satisfaction among tbe negroes at 
present are the Separate Coach Law 
and the distribution of pie. As to the 
Separate Coach Law, I wonld have 
yon ask yourselves, "who passed tbat 
law?" It was passed by a Democratic 
Legislature, over tbe opposition of the 
Repnblican members aave two excep 
tiona, and signed by a Democratic 
Governor, and has been approved by 
every Democratic speaker in Ken- 
tucky. John Young Brown signed 
the bill. And Senator Goebel says 
that he is opposed to repealing thi 
Separate Coach Law. 

As to a distribution of pie, do yoo 
hope for that at the hands of tbe Dem- 
ocratic party? If so, remember the 
wiangle in the Democratic caucus at 
Frankfort, when J H Ely, (who was 
a negro), was a Democratic candidate 
for cloak room keeper of the Legisla- 
ture in 1897, when many Democrats 
said they would vote tor a yellow dog 
before they would vote for a negro. 

Next, notice the poll tax law, which 
required every voter to produce a re- 
ceipt lor his pull tax, properly signed 
by the sheriff uf hia connty for the 
year preceding the election, before he 
would be allowed to vote. Thia meas- 
ure would have disfranchised many 
negro voters In Kentucky. There 
were 60 Democratic members that 
voted for thia meaanre, but not one 
single Republican voted for it 

With the past history ol the Demo- 
cratic party tor a guide, what can the 
negro hope for or expect from their 
hands? But it seems that all of the 
Instruments of political warfare are 
brought to bear upon Gen. W. S. Tay 
lor. For what ? I (all to find, upon 
investigation, a single instance where 
he has shown any hostility to the ne- 
gro. On the contrary, I find him npon 
one occasion at the Morgantown jail 
with a few other companions risking 
hia life in defending a helpless negro 
prisoner from the violence of an in- 
furiated mob. Some will say, “Oh, 
that was nothing more than his duty 
to do so " Yes, but alas, how man) 
tail to do their duty .especially toward 
a negro? Furthermore, when George 
Dinniug fired on that mob in defense 
of bis home and killed one of its mem ■ 
bera, and was tried by a prejudiced 
jury and sentenced to seven years im 
priaonment in tbe penitentiary, Gen. 
Taylor wrote a letter to Gov. Bradley 
with hia official seal affixed thereto 
asking him (Gov. Bradley) to pardon 
Dinning at once upon his conviction, 
and not to allow him to undergo the 
disgrace ol being incarcerated within 
the walls of the State prison. Tay 
lor's position on the Separate Coach 
Law has been openly declared end 
that he is opposed to the Separat' 
Coach Law. As to pie, Taylor assist 
ed in electing Mat Johnson, a negro, 
Janitor of the State house at Frank 
lort in 1897. It bas been said that it 
was only a place of labor. Well, it 
paid four dollars per day and no hon 
eat man should be ashamed to work 
Besides, it was all tbat the party had 
to give, for yon remember tbat the 
Democratic Senate failed to confirm 
the appointment of |ohn W. Poetell as 
Steward of the Hopkinsville Asylum 

Now, my colored Iriends, I hope 
that yon will give some honest, sober 
thoughts to the history of the two 
parties and the men who represent 
their principles, remembering that 
one of those parties are going to be In 
power, and that it is the duty of every 
man to vote for that party whose 
principles best promote the welfare 
of his country and hitntel! and not to 
be led astray by tbe lalae teachings of 
any Demagogue, though he be a man 
of yonr own race.

The next matter of interest to tha 
pt’illc In this connection Is the consti- 
tutional provision establishing the 
railroad commission. 

The original resolution, with refer- 
ence to this subject, wae offered by Dr. 
J. D. Ciardy, subsequently a member 
of congress, then a delegate from 
Christian county. This resolution of 
Dr. (Hardy's will be found on page 142 
of the "Debates." 

Referring to page 166 of these de- 
bates we And a resolution offered by 
Mr. John D. Carroll of Henry, relating 
to the same subject 

The report of the committee on rail- 
roads and commerce, to which these 
resolutions were referred, In the flrst 
section thereof contained practically 
the clause which was Anally adopted 
In the constitution. The debate begins 
on page 4991. 

The only part Mr. Ooebel took In the 
discussion and passage of this meas- 
ure was to offer the following amend- 
ment, which was rejected by a vote 
of 60 to 9. 

“When Jurisdiction Is conferred on 
the board of railroad commissioners, 
nil the power, Judicial or ministerial, 
necessary to carry It Into effect. Is 
also conferred; and when in the exer- 
cise of jurisdiction within the purview 
of the authority conferred on said 
board, the course of proceeding Is not 
pointed out, any suitable process or 
mode of proceeding may be adopted 
by the board which may appear most 
conformable to the spirit of the con- 
stitution."

So much then for the claims put for- 
ward by Judge Goodnight In behalf of 
a client who has absolutely no stand- 
ing In court.

The Evening Times, Mr. Ooehcl'a or- 
gan, will have to be called down by 
Its master. In Its edition yesterday It 
Inaugurated an Investigation Into one 
of the least creditable chapters In the 
professional life of Mr. Goebel, when 
It printed a communication relative to 
the lottery cases, signed "New Light.” 
As no one Is apt to get new light on 
any subject from Goebel orators or 
organs, and as the whole purpose of 
the communication In question was to 
advance claims In behalf of William 
Goebel which are In direct conflict 
with the whole history of the case, we 
reproduce the statement, which la false 
In every Implication, and correct It by 
a plain story from the ofllclal records. 
The anonymous slanderer thus at- 
tempts to poison the public mind: 



Mr. Goebel'* friends have been busy 
In fabricating for him a record which 
may win popular confldence and sup- 
port Based, however, upon absolutely 
false assumptions and statements, It 
falls to pices with the slightest han- 
dling. 

The Hon. I. H. Goodnight, In a 
epeech delivered at Franklin on the 
21st Inst., gave, according to the report 
of his speech In the Courier-Journal,

its railroad companies owning and op- 
erating parallel lines, and discriminat- 
ing in 'rates on long and short hauls, 
and the bill which made the offense of 
keeping a gambling house a felony In 
Kentucky.”

“It hath been said that Mr. Taylor, 
the Republican candidate for governor 
of Kentucky, la a much abler lawyer 
than Mr. Goebel, the Democratic can- 
didate. and Taylor had written a won- 
derful brief, to which Goebel did not 
contribute a line. It_ hath be*n said 
that a certain lottery case bad pended 
In the supreme court of the United 
States while Mr. Taylor was attorney 
general for a long while, and that Mr. 
Taylor made no motion to advance 
the case. 

"It hath been Bald’ that Mr. Taylor, 
when the case was at last called for 
hearing, agreed with John G. Carlisle 
to pass the case to the next term of 
court, thereby enabling the lottery 
venders to operate the lottery for six 
month* longer, notwithstanding the 
circuit court had charged the grand 
Juries to refrain from indicting ven- 
ders of lottary tickets until the case 
was decided by the supreme court of 
the United States. 

"It hath been said that William Goe- 
bel, while not so famous a lawyer aa 
Mr. Taylor, had he been attorney gen- 
eral of Kentucky, would not have 
agreed to postpone the case; that he 
would have sold to Mr. Carlisle, T am 
sorry 1 cun not accommodate you; 
were it an ordinary case I would take 
pleasure In granting ihe request, but 
this Is a case of great public Interest; 
the case has already been In the court 
over two years; your clients, notwith- 
standing the court of appeals of Ken- 
tucky has decided adversely to their 
claim, have, In the face of that decis- 
ion, continued to sell lottery tickets In 
Kentucay. 

" 'I could have moved the supreme 
court to advance the case, and had a 
decision In 90 days. In view of the tact 
that the supreme court had already de- 
cided In Stone vs. State of Mississippi 
the very question Involved In the case, 
and that decision was against your 
clients, t failed to make that motion, 
and Ihe people of Kentucky think I 
should have made that motion. You 
have had over three years to prepare 
a brief In the case. I simply expect to 
cite Stone vs. Mississippi, and rest the 
case there. You are too good a lawyer 
not to know that that case Anally set- 
tles your case. I do not think you 
ought to ask me to postpone the case 
for six months, and therefore will not 
consent to pass It.' ” 

III. 

Governor Brown. Nov. 1, 1895, em- 
ployed Senator William Ooebel to rep- 
resent the state tn what are known as 
the lottery cases. 

After the inauguration of Governor 
Brown's successor. Senator Goebel 
called on Attorney General Taylor and 
advised him that he had been em- 
ployed by Governor Brown to repre- 
sent the state. 

He was told by the attorney general 
that he was glad to be so advised; that 
he was new In his office and very busy, 
and was asked to prepare a brief, 
which be promised to do. 

After a time the attorney general 
communicated with Senator Goebel, 
asking that the brief be sent to bs 
printed. After delay Mr. Goebel Anal- 
ly advised that he had not time to 
make brief, hut that be would argue 
the rase In the United Statee supreme 
court. 

The attorney general went to Wash- 
ington. arriving tbs evening before th* 
case was to fce called, and was exer- 
cised by his Inability to learn of the 
whereabouts at Senator Ooebel. He 
hsd already prepared a brief and hur-

The bill making gambling a felony 
was something with which Mr. Goebel 
bad nothing whatever to do. It origi- 
nated In a crusade in Louisville against 
open gambling. The attorney of the 
"League" was Mr. John B. Baskin of 
the Louisville bar, now commissioner 
In bankruptcy, and this bill was drawn 
by Mr. Baskin. 

In the legislature the bill was in 
Charge of Mr. Dana Smith of Larue 
county. What Mr. Goebel's attitude 
was we do not know, but for the law 
es it atands the credit la due not at ail 
to Mr. Goebel, but to Mr. Baskin and 
to Mr. Smith. 

III. 

Next, as to the claim that to Mr. 
Goebel Is due the credit for the con- 
stitutional provision prohibiting the 
consolidation of parallel and competing 
lines: 

The original resolution looking to 
the prevention of the buying up and op- 
erating parallel and competing lines is 
found on page 169, and is in the follow- 
ing words; 

"Resolved. That no railroad or other 
corporation, or the lessee, purchaser or 
managers of any railroad or corpora- 
tion , shall consolidate the stock, prop- 
erty or franchise of such corporation 
with, or lease or purchase the works or 
franchise of, or In any way control any 
other railroad corporation owning or 
'having under Its control a parallel or 
competing line; nor shall any officer of 
such railroad or corporation act as offi- 
cer of any other railroad or corpora- 
tion owning or having the control of a 
parallel or competing line; and tho 
question whether said railroads are 
parallel or competing lines shall, when 
demanded by a party complainant, be 
decided by a Jury, as In, other civil 
Issues." 

This was offered by Mr. Twyman, the 
delegate from Larue county. 

Mr. Edrlngton, page 1731, offered an- 
other resolution on this subject almost 
ldeutical with the resolution of Mr. 
Twyman. hardly so full and explicit. 
Both of these resolutions were referred 
to the committee on corporations, of 
which Mr. Boles was chairman. 

The report of that committee Is found 
on page 3634, and the section 12 of that 
report is Identical with the section of 
the constitution except for the omis- 
sion from the section as reported of the 
word "brldge"and tho words "or struc- 
ture" in two places. The debate on 
this measure begins on page 3711 and 
ends on page 3731, and Mr. Goebel did 
not offer any amendment, nor did he 
make any remarks In favor of the 
measure. Indeed, as there was no roll- 
call on this measure, there Is nothing 
to show that he was even present. 

IV. 

Now let us take up the "long and 
short haul clause" of th* constitution, 
for which credit Is claimed by Judg* 
Goodnight for Mr. Goebel.
